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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 2, 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Johnson in view of Campbell. 

There is disclosed in Johnson a seasoning apparatus comprising: a convex 
shaped cap 10; a plurality of prongs 13b attached to the cap; an a container (R) 
attached to the cap which acts as a handle and storage reservoir for seasoning 
material. 

Campbell discloses a seasoning apparatus having a convex shaped head 
member 14; a plurality of convex shaped protrusions 16 attached to an outer surface of 
the head member; and a plurality of prongs 18, 20 attached to the convex shaped 
protrusions. 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to substitute the prongs of 
Johnson with the protrusions and prongs disclosed in Campbell, in order to improve the 
embedding function thereof. 

In regards to the use of the container as a lid for a separate container, as recited 
in claim 2, such is intended use only and provides no structure to the claims. There has 
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not been positively recited in the claim a separate foodstuff container as part of the 
invention. 

Claims 3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
the prior art as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Wu. 

Wu discloses a container lid 22 having a spout 27 and connecting lip 20. 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to provide the container of 
Johnson, as modified by Campbell, with the lid disclosed in Wu, in order to seal material 
within the container.
